Rexall Ad-Vantage No. 4 
Oklahoma City, Dec. 6.—The cor­ 
poration commission today issued an 
order repealing Che former order of 
the commission which 
allowed 
the 
railroads in Oklahoma to charge a 
penalty for payment of cash fare on 
the trains, varying in amount ac­ 
cording to the amount of the fare 
paid. 
Under the new order all such pen­ 
alties are wiped out and the greatest 
penalty that can be charged is IO 
cents for which the passenger must be 
given a rebate slip, so that he can get 
his money back on it from the rail­ 
road company. 
While there is no direct reference 
to it in the order, the new order is 
intended to meet the situation created 
by the failure of the railroads to put 
into effect the two-oent fare for in­ 
terstate business and to facilitate the 
buying of tickets to the last point 
within the state at the lower rate and 
then paying cash fare across the state 
line without extra penalty.

The Hague, Dec. 6.—The coincid­ 
ence of an important historical anni­ 
versary falling on the nation’s most 
popular festival day served to put a1 
Holland en fete today. No festival in 
Holland exercises a more enchanting 
•pen over both young and old than 
Ute Dutchman’# “Feast of St, Nichol­ 
es.” The Jolly old patron saint of chil­ 
dren corresponds in this country to 
the (Father Christmas in other lands, 
though coming three weeks earlier. 
It so happened that the festival this 
year came on the centennial anniver- 
•ery of Holland’s independence. It was 
just one hundred years ago today that 
«he Prince of Orange was proclaimed 
sovereign prince of the United Neth­ 
erlands. After having chaffed under 
the domination of the French for a 
number of years^the sturdy Holland­ 
ers had taken advantage of Napoleon’s 
perplexities elsewhere and by a sud­ 
den revolution had succeeded In throw 
ing off the foreign yoke. The Prince 
of Orange was recalled from his exile 
in England and invited to resume the 
sovereignity that had been exercised 
by bis forefathers. Early In 1914 he 
took the oath of fidelity as soverign 
prince and ascended the throne as 
King William I.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—Form­ 
al announcement of the recipients of 
the Nobel prizes, founded with his vast 
fortune by Alfred Nobel, the inventer 
of dynamite, to reward each year those 
who have most aided humanity by 
scientific or medical 
research, 
by 
idealistic literature, and by the pro­ 
motion of peace, win be made at 
Stockholm on Wednesday, the anniver­ 
sary of Mr. Noters des rh. The names 
of several this year’s prize winners al­ 
ready have been made public, among 
them being Tagore, the great Hindu 
poet, who receives the prize for lit­ 
erature, and Prof. Charles Richet, a 
noted French physiologist, who has 
been awarded the prize in medicine. 
The much-discussed case of the 
Western Fuel Company, a number of 
whose directors, officers and employes 
are charged with fraud against the 
United States government, is docket­ 
ed for trial on Tuesday in the feder­ 
al court at San FVancisco. 
Observance wilj be held Wednesday 
of the centennial anniversary of the 
birth of Zachariah Chandler, the fa­ 
mous statesman who served for many 
years in the United States senate and 
for a time as a member of President 
Grant’s cabinet. 
The proposal that a national inter­ 
state trade commission, fashioned 
along the lines of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, should be formed 
to deal with problems arising from 
large industrial corporations will be

TEXAS FLOOD 
SITUATION 


DEATH TOLL HEAVY ALONG DRAZ 
OS KITER—DEVASTATION EY- 
ERTWHERE. 


Bryan, Tex., Dec. 5.—A death list of 
more than (fifty, with scores of flood 
refugees spending tonight in imminent 
peril and possibl ya thousand others 
marooned and suffering from prolong­ 
ed bunger, cold and water soaking, 
was indicated by 
tonights 
reports 
from the flooded Brazos river bottoms 
in this section of south central Texas. 
For over fifty miles the Brazos was 
three to five miles wide and running 
with mill-race speed. 
The known death list in Texas floods 
was thirty-three before reports from 
the inundated territory In this district 
began coming in late (Friday, brought 
by men on horseback, which was about 
the only reliable mode of communica­ 
tion. These courier reports indicated 
at least twenty more lives lost 
The riders reports indicated that the 
property losses would run to $4,000,- 
000 or $5,000,000 when the Brazos 
losses are added to the already heavy 
total in other portions of the state. 
The death at Valley Junction, near 
here, at 2 o’clock Friday afternoon of 
Henry Martin, vice president and gen­ 
eral manager of the International & 
Great Northern railroad was confirm­ 
ed Friday night. He lost his life when 
his boat upset as he was trying to res­ 
cue some of the marooned flood vic­ 
tims at Valley Junction. No details 
were obtainable. It was said, however 
that he was handling his boat alone. 
Martin hurried to the Junction, where 
the confluence of the Little and Big 
Brazos has made a swirling lake six 
miles across, to take command of his 
roads relief forces. 
Six members of the Galveston life­ 
saving crew and a trainload of motor 
boats from Houston, which were to 
have come to Bryan, were stopped by 
high water at Navasota. The boats 
were launched at that point shortly 
before dark and Friday night began 
the hardy work of navigating up 
stream over the flooded bottoms to res 
cue marooned negroes and whites who 
are reported clinging in trees, on 
house tops or occasionally standing 
in shallow water, cut off from shore. 
Bryan has had twenty boats out all 
day which have brought several hun­ 
dred persons, the majority terrified 
and half-clad negroes, to the nearest 
available bit of high ground. 
A trainload of provisions, wi;h dry 
blankets, was sent from here Friday 
night to Kos&rek, a town on the edge 
of the bottoms, where IOO of these ref­ 
ugees had been unloaded by handfuls 
all day. Throughout the bottoms, even 
where the water did not endanger life, 
It ruined most of the provisions in 
grocery stores, leaving the food supply 
very short 
The greatest anxiety Friday night 
was felt for scores of negroes whom 
the boatmen reported clinging to trees 
In precarious positions. These negroes 
already had spent twenty-four hours 
wet, chilled and hungry in the trees 
and boatmen declared some of them 
looked as if they could not stand an­ 
other night

Denver Colo, Dee. 5.—The snow 
storm which had tied up an forma of 
business in Denver and Central Colo­ 
rado ended this evening, according to 
the local weather bureau, and clear, 
cold weather was forecast for the rest 
of tonight and tomorrow. With freez­ 
ing came anxiety as to the replace­ 
ment of telephone and telegraph com­ 
munication. 
The total amount of snow-fall dur­ 
ing the storm was given officially at 
45.5 inches or 2.52 precipitation. 
Reports to the government bureau 
show that it still is snowing in south­ 
eastern Colorado, raining in eastern 
Codorado, Iowa, Nebraska and Mis­ 
souri and that with the exception of 
light falls in Wyoming, the snow prac­ 
tically was confined to Colorado and 
Northern New (Mexico.

One of the gravest hardships ac­ 
companying the storm was the coal 
Shortage, which became evident today. 
One of the largest hotels here was 
forced to close today and office build­ 
ings have exhausted their fuel sup­ 
ply. Hotels are housing hundreds of 
marooned trades people who are hope­ 
ful of reaching their homes tomorrow.

In 1890 he 
was elected governor of Iowa on the 
Democratic ticket and in 1896 be stood 
second in the balloting for President 
at the Democratic national convention 
Congratulations to:
